A request to borough residents who 
hear of needy cases to refer them to 
Miss Alice Ambler, executive secre- 
tary of the Federation of Churches, 
was made by the Burgess.

Status Sought by Group 

at Cynwyd. 



MEETING HELD FRIDAY 



Depositors of the Merion Title find 
Trust Company, meeting at the home 
of Walter R. Faries, 15 Llanberris 
Road, Bala-Cynwyd, last Friday night 
passed a resolution requesting definite 
information regarding the local bank- 
ing situation. Approximately fifty de- 
positors attended the meeting. 

It was the consensus of opinion of 
those present that the silence relative 
to the closed Merion Title and Trust 
Company is becoming too extended to 
warrant inaction. 

They voted to ask for the fullest in- 
formation to accelerate an efficient 
understanding of the bank's exact 
status before liquidation might be or- 
dered by the State Banking Depart- 
ment. 

Following is the text of the resolu- 
tion passed: "We, the undersigned, 
being depositors in the Merion Title 
and Trust Company, seek full and 
complete information concerning the 
condition of that institution. 

"We want to know what the assets 
are, of what they consist and what the 
deposit liabilities are, in order that we 
may take the necessary precautions to 
safeguard our deposits— our money. 

"The officers and directors of the 
Merion Title and Trust Company are 
requested to furnish us such informa- 
tion as we may desire and they are 
further requested to pass a resolution 
authorizing the Department of Bank- 
ing to do the same." 

The above resolution was passed to 
conform to the procedure requirements 
of Section 12 of the Banking Act of 
May 5, 1927, which reads: 

"Disclosure of Information Forbid- 
den, Exceptions: Neither the State 
nor any deputy, examiner, or employee 
of the department, shall, directly or 
indirectly, wilfully exhibit, publish, di-

Organization From School Sings 

Several Numbers; Garbed 

in Russian Tunics. 



MRS. ROBERTS SPEAKER 



A special feature of the program 
given by the Women's Community 
Club of Narbertb in the Girl Scout 
wing of the Community Building on 
Tuesday afternoon was the singing of 
the Glee Club of the Narberth Public 
School. The club, which is composed 
of boys and girls from the seventh and 
eighth grades, appeared in gray Rus- 
sian tunics collared and sashed with 
red. Their selections were "Bring Her 
Again," "The Alphabet," by Mozart, 
and "Glorious Forever," by Rachma- 
ninoff. They were led by Miss Fran- 
ces Fricke and accompanied by VV. 
James Drennan, principal of the 
school. Bill Moxon, president of the 
club, announced the numbers. 

The speaker of the afternoon was 
Mrs. Hope Le Barr Roberts. Her 
topic was "A Resume of the World 
Events." Mrs. Roberts began with 
the outstanding events of the world in 
the late spring and summer,, the first 
of which was the Revolution in Spain 
and the abdication of Alphonso, which 
was quiet and was accomplished with- 
out bloodshed, and the resulting dis- 
putes in the establishment of the Re- 
publican form of government, the res- 
ignation of Zamorro, the first presi- 
dent, and of his successor Azana. Mrs. 
Roberts stressed the point that in the 
establishment of the Republican form 
of government, Spain was the first 
Latin country to give the women suf- 
frage. 

She next spoke of Italy and the 
dispute between church and state and 
the resulting plan of the education of 
the young by both the church and the 
Fascist party. 

Next came the Indian question, 
which she said had not yet been set- 
tled. Mrs. Roberts also spoke of the 
world-wide depressions, the financial 
crises in Austria, Germany and Eng- 
land. 

Of particular interest were Mrs. 
Roberts' views on the Manchurian 
question in which she claims that there 
are many factors which have led to 
the present situation and it remains to 
be seen whether the League of Na- 
tions will be able to settle the dis- 
pute. During the World War, in 1915, 
the Japanese drew up a 21-point treaty 
for the Chinese to sign. The Chinese 
felt that they only could sign five of 
the points and did so. One of the 
points was that China should never 
put in a railway parallel to the South- 
ern Manchurian Railway, but the 
younger generation in Manchuria dis- 
regarded this and the other four points. 
The result was that China ordered 
the Japanese out of Manchuria. They 
also set up a boycott on Japanese 
goods which was so effective that the 
Japanese again protested, resulting in 
the war. The Japanese also have 
about 90 million inhabitants on their 
island in the Pacific and need to ex- 
pand and as Manchuria is rich in land 
they flocked to it. Mrs. Roberts be- 
lieves that the Japanese do not really 
care for this land as it is cold, for they 
love a warm and sunny climate like 
the southern part of Australia or the 
Philippines. Manchuria is also a stra- 
tegic point between Japan and the 
Russian Government. 

Preceding the program there was a 
short business meeting with reports 
from the various chairmen of commit- 
tees. Mrs. Joseph H. Hongler pre- 
sided.

Gladwyne Farmer's Shotgun Hinders Dairy 

>ectors Who Find Tubercular Cows

Sometimes it takes one, two or 
three policemen to make a dairy in- 
spection in Lower Merion Township. 
It all depends on the peculiarities of 
the farmer and the amount of resist- 
ance offered. 

In this case representatives of the 
Township Board of Health faced a 
double-barreled shotgun. 

Malvern Epright. of Gladwyne, had 
his own ideas about the right of emi- 
nent domain. When milk control in- 
spector and one policeman appeared 
at his farm on November 16 to inspect 
his herd he met them at the gate with 
a shotgun balanced in the crook of 
his elbow. 

"This is my farm and my cattle," 
Epright said. Raising the gun in a 
threatening position he threatened to 
blow somebody's brains out if they 
tried to carry the inspection through. 

On November 19 two policemen ac- 
companied the milk control inspector. 
That day a man was on duty in a 
hunting coat. Presumably, he had a 
license for carrying the shotgun he 
had in his hand. He paraded up and 
down the edge of the farm tract. 

Soon Epright appeared, waved his 
fist and in forceful language described 
his sentiments to cow inspectors. 
Again the inspection was postponed. 

Three policemen accompanied the 
inspectors on their trip . to the farm 
on Saturday, November 21. Epright 



or the hunter-guard was not in sight. 
At the dairy barn Epright's cows were 
given the tuberculin test by Joseph 
D. Houldsworth, Manayunk veteri- 
narian. The testing procedure was 
supervised by Lower Merion Health 
Board officers and representatives of 
the Pennsylvania Bureau of Animal 
Industry. Six out of ten cows, react- 
ing positive for the tuberculin test, 
were ordered condemned. On previ- 
ous tests, Houldsworth, engaged by 
Epright, had reported negative reac- 
tions from the farm. 

According to local board of health 
officials, regular reports have not been 
received from the farm showing that 
the cows were free from tuberculosis. 
They became suspicious of a herd in- 
fection when cows on a neighboring 
place reacted positive to the tuberculin 
test. An infected herd, according to 
milk control inspectors, is a source of 
menace and danger to milk consumers.

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Rare Japanese Raisin Tree Discovered 

By Lower Merion Tree Warden in Survey 



• The survey of street trees in Lower 
Merion being- made by Louis B. 
Ambler, Jr., tree warden of the Town- 
ship Shade Tree Commission, has re- 
vealed a number of very interesting and 
unusual trees. 

One of the most interesting is a 
Tine specimen of the Japanese raisin 
tree, also known as the honey tree, 
which was found on the estate of Wil- 
liam Righter Fisher, "Robins Nest," 
on Fisher's Road, Bryn Mawr. This 
tree was planted from seed and is about 
forty years old. 

The botanical name of this plant is 
hovenia dulcis. It is quite rare in culti- 
vation being a native of China, Japan 
and the Himalayan regions. It grows 
to a height of about thirty feet, form- 
ing a small and rather compact tree, 
resembling somewhat a young ehn tree. 
It is readily distinguishable from an elm 
tree by the fact that the leaves have 
three main veins from the base, while 
the elm leaf is typically veined with 
pairs of veins from a mid-rib. Perhaps 
the most interesting fact about this 
curious oriental species is that the 
stems on which the fruits are borne 
become fleshy and edible as the' fruits 
ripen. 

The tree in question probably formed 
part of a collection of trees which at 
that time were rare in this co'.mtry. 
Immediately next to the hovenia is a 
gnarled specimen of koelreuteria pani- 
culata, the varnish tree, -vhich is now 
rather well known for its showy yel- 
low flowers in late summer. It ap- 
pears that the present roadway cm off 
some of these trees from the lawn and 
they now stand between the sidewalk 
and the street.

Structure Will Handle All Calls 

for Malvern-Berwyn 

District. 

COST £250,000 EQUIPPED 



The new telephone building on Cir- 
cle Avenue. I'aoli, was placed in serv- 
ice on Tuesday. 

At the stroke of 2 I'. M. operators 
in the new central office took over all 
calls formerly handled in the Herwyn 
and Malvern exchanges. Approxi- 
mately $250,000 was spent in con- 
structing and equipping this new 
building which is. known as the Mal- 
vern-Berwyn building and which re- 
places rented quarters in Malvern ;.ud 
Herwyn. 

"The new building," said Edward M. 
I'risk, vice president and general man- 
ager of the Bell Telephone Company 
of Pennsylvania, "is thoroughly mod- 
ern in design and equipment. It will 
meet the increasing need for telephone 
service in a rapidly developing section. 
Paoli was selected by telephone engi- 
neers as the most desirable site for the 
central office. As the focal point of 
a number of growing communities, the 
new central office will permit increased 
operating efficiency at tins lime and 
in the future." 

The structure is of red brick and 
cast stone trim two stories high with 
a frontage of 44 feet on Circle Avenue 
and a depth of 55 feet. The building 
is located on a lot, 110 by 243 feet, and 
is set back from the avenue to con- 
form with other buildings on adjacent 
properties. 

The ground floor contains the ter- 
minal room through which the tele- 
phone cables enter the building, rest 
rooms for the operators and other 
employee quarters. On the second 
floor are housed the new switchboards 
and other apparatus associated with 
them. 

More than 2000 telephones will be 
served by the new exchange. They 
will require the services of a force of 
sixteen operators. 

An important feature of the con- 
struction work was the rebuilding and 



extending of the underground an.] 
aerial ca'iile network so that the lines 
connected to all subscribers' telephones 
converge to the new building.

For he must not let 
tlie tiniest thing depart from the bins 
without a renuisition duly made out 
and signed by the proper authorities. 
This is ail, ui^thej. interest of the 
subscribers whose generosity helps so 
much to enable the hospital to carry 
on its humanitarian work.

plants — or humans. Normal outdoor 
air is saturated with moisture from 50 
to 90 per cent. How much moisture 
is in the air in your home? Windows 
and doors closed in winter, radiators 
hot and drying all the little moisture 
out of the air. A hygrometer would 
show us that our indoor air is en- 
tirely too dry for the health of our 
plants or ourselves. Plants live main- 
ly bv a process of drinking moisture 
from" their roots and transpiring mois- 
ture from their leaves. When the at- 
mosphere is too dry the transpiration 



is too rapid, the plant cannot draw 
moisture fast enough and it is called 
sick — and it is. Modern methods of 
air conditioning will have this condi- 
tion corrected some day in our homes, 
just as they have in theatres and pub- 
lic school buildings, but meanwhile we 
must not expect too much of the poor 
plants who are crying for moisture at 
their roots — and moisture in the air. 

Another consideration is sunlight. 
South windows give us most sun, but 
compare this light with a greenhouse 
— fullv open to the sun for every shin- 
ing hour. The greenhouse is also kept 
moist as to its atmosphere. Ever no- 
tice the humid air in a greenhouse? 

Grandmother's geranium in the 
kitchen window kept beautifully, main- 
ly because there was a big tea kettle 
steaming on the stove, keeping the at- 
mosphere moist and healthful. Here 
is one direction in which the present 
age has gone backward — in home heat- 
•ng, but the next generation will have 
tlieir air conditioned automatically.

What is the perfect mulching mate- 
rial? And the answer is — snow! Not 
the light fall that remains a few hours, 
but the snow of Northern winters that 
remains until the warm- spring sun 
thaws it gently into the ground. The 
next best substitute is salt hay. weed 
free, light, will not hold moisture on 
the crowns cri plants, clean, inexpen- 
sive and easily disposed of. It keeps 
the sun off the frozen soil until spring, 
which is itist what the Northern snows 
do.
